British Losses Thus Far Are Inconsider- 


able-Northerners are Making 


Steady Gain.

•SPEARMAN'S CAMP, February 8.—Bullet's forces have 


again crossed the Tugela river and despite stubborn resistance 
by the Boers have secured a position in advance toward 
Ladysrnith that makes, relief for the beseiged army quite 
hopeful. 


The British forces commenced the attack on Monday after 


General Warren had made a feint assault on the kopje under 
covar of a searching fire from heavy naval guns. 


A pontoon bridge was thrown across the Tugela by 


engineers under a scorching fire of the Transvaalers, and the 
infantry advanced steadily on Brakefontein, keeping the 
Boers active on the defense. The first of the kopjes was 
carried at the point of the bayonet by gallant fighting and 
almost simultaneously a battalion of the Ride Brigade crossed 
the second kopje. 


A feint attack at Potgeiter's saved the purpose in pre- 


venting a concentration of the enemy at the crucial, point and 
the Eleventh Brigade fell back to the Tugela river. 


The work accomplished so far has been magnificently 


done. The damag* done by explosive shells and Maxim 
bullets poured in by the Boers has been extremely severe, but 
the British losses, comparatively speaking, are small.
